Congressman Harding, (0) Idaho, 
extended his remarks concernin g John mrch Soc iety activities in Idaho, §e 
included two editorials from the Ktano evening statesman and several "Letters 
to the Editor'" with his remarks. Mr. Harding pointed out that "my attempts to 
warn Idahoans of this extremist group had been ridiculed by the editorial and 
political writers of Idaho's largest paper until Wednesday, April I. " The 
April 1st editorial "The Extremists Speak'* reversed an earlier editorial and 
earner out in opposition to the John Birch Society. This editorial stated 
"The avowed purpose of any group to fight communism within the United States 
is laudable, but only when the fight waged is honest and judiciously waged. The 
Federal Bureau of Investigation is the responsible, trained agency in this 
country to so wage the fight—not the John Birch Society - - -. " In a letter to 
the editor from Mary Jane Hoot, reference is made to the April 1st editorial. 
Miss Hoot comments on remarks of former Congressman Eousselot on the 
civil rights bill. She states "Talks which I have heard by refugees from 
enslaved countries, as well as talks given by ex- FBI agents on the same subject, 
corroborate what Mr. Housselot said about the civil right's bill's being used as 
a tool by the Communist conspiracy to divide and conquer us. You referred to the 
FBI yourself as an authority, and Mr. Kousselot quoted J. Edgar Hoover, head

OBSERVATION: 

It appears from the above that captioned individual and her husband are 
at least sympathetic to the views of the John Birch Society and the possibility exists 
that should permission be given to reprint the Director' s articles or portions of his 
books, such reprint material might be used in such a manner as to indicate that the 
'Director supports the views of the John Birch Society or its membership.
